Hays Raps

To Latins 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Kep. 
Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, asserted 
Wednesday that military credit 
sales to Latin America are ac­ 
tually a 
giveaway progrftm 
“because those people are nev­ 
er going to pay us back.” 
Hays challenged Secretary of 
D efense J a m e s Schlesinger 
about the administration’s re­ 
quest for $200 million for the 
program in fiscal 1975. 
The 
Ohio 
congressm an 
charged that US. arm s sold to 
Latin American nations "are 
used to fasten dictatorship 
more tightly around the necks 
of the people." 
Schlesinger responded by 
saying that United States mili­ 
tary programs are a "force for 
liberalization in Latin Amer­ 
ica.” 
The exchange occurred as 
Schlesinger testified before the 
House Foreign Affairs Com­ 
mittee. 
Hays challenged Schlesinger 
to mention a single instance in 
which a Latin American coun­ 
try aided the United States in 
any war over the past 60 years. 
He charged that Latin Ameri­ 
can nations use US. arm s only 
against each other or against 
their own people 
Schlesinger replied that Bra­ 
zil was "one of our most faithful 
allies" in Italy during World 
War II and again in Korea in 
the 19&0s 
Hays said Brazilian troops in 
Italy "were never closer to the 
battle front than 500 miles be­ 
hind the lines. 
‘T hat doesn't fit my defini­ 
tion of assistance," he added

Israel and Syria exchanged 
their last POWs from the Octo­ 
ber w a r today, and Red Cross 
« 


lanes flew them home from 
el Aviv and Damascus. 
Israeli soldiers before dawn 
released 367 Syrians, 10 Iraqis 
and five Moroccans captured 
on 
the Golan 
Heights 
and 
loaded them on a Swissair jum ­ 
bo jetliner and a United Nations 
Fokker Friendship for the hour- 
long flight to Syria. 
As the planes left Israel, a 
third Red Cross flight departed 
from Damascus with 56 smiling 
Israeli POWs aboard. 
The Israelis, in khaki fatigues 
and bare headed, entered the 
plane under*the silent gaze of 
hundreds of Syrian men, wom­ 
en and children gathered to 
welcome their soldiers. 
The POW exchange promised 
in the disengagem ent pact 
negotiated by S ecretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger began 
S atu rd ay 
when 
Syria 
e x ­ 
changed 12 wounded Israelis 
for 25 wounded Syrians and one 
Moroccan. 
As 
the 
prisoners left 
for 
home. United Nations peace­ 
keeping troops began patrolling 
the cease-fire line on the Golan 
Heights. 
Wildly jubilant crowds of Is­ 
raelis and Syrians poured onto 
the airfields at Damascus and 
outside Tel Aviv to welcome the 
POWs home. 
Hundreds of frantic Israelis, 
shouting with joy after months 
of worry, surged around the 
plane from the Syrian capital 
and lifted the freed men onto 
their shoulders. 
Welcoming ceremonies col­ 
lapsed in chaos as the crowds 
fought past police barriers. 
Girl soldiers in miniskirts 
pushed 
through 
the jostling 
mob. handing flowers to the be- 
wildered POWs. 
The scene at the Damascus 
airport was even wilder. 
Thousands of jubilant Syrians 
broke through wire barriers 
and lines of paratroopers to 
surround the jumbo jet from Is­ 
rael when it landed. The giant 
plane had to stop in the middle 
of the airfield almost a mile 
from the terminal as waves of 
men. wom en and children 
swarmed across the runways. 
Two fire engines with sirens 
wailing raced down either side 
of the strip and tried to halt the 
crowd by spraying jets of wa­ 


ter. But the crowd, which had 
waited for more than four hours 
under the hot sun, welcomed 
the cold shower with cheers and 
laughter.

key tape in the milk-fund affair 
is incomplete and inconclusive, 
say several House impeach­ 
ment probers who listened to it.

Several members of the 
House Jud iciary Com m ittee 
who heard it say it neither 
proves nor disproves whether 
the President was influenced by 
a promise of $2 million in cam ­ 
paign donations from dairy co­ 
operatives. 
They also say the recording 
ends abruptly with an exchange 
between Nixon and then T reas­ 
ury Secretary John B.Connally. 
A ccording to Charles

It was reprinted 
in the Daily’s April 16 issue to 
illustrate John Snell’s column 
poking fun at beauty contests. 
Mrs. Cheap, a high school 
teacher in Snohomish, Wash., 
said through her attorney and 
former debate partner, Arthur 
D. McGarry, that the article 
was libelous, slanderous and 
made her the subject of ridicule 
among her students. 
She threatened a $1,000 libel 
suit unless the Daily agreed to 
turn over the person respon­ 
sible to be hit with a custard 
pie. 
“My first idea was to dump a 
batch of Kool-Aid on his desk, 
but I was afraid he’d sue m e.” 
she said. 
The Daily consulted with col­ 
lege lawyers who said her case 
looked 
pretty 
solid.

Snell,

Governors Okay 
Ethics Resolution 


SEATTLE (AP) - The na­ 
tion’s governors have endorsed 
a far-reaching ethics proposal 
calling for broad financial dis­ 
closure by public officials and 
reforms in campaign financing. 
The resolution, a bid by the 
66th National Governors’ Con­ 
ference to bolster the image of 
government amid the Water­ 
gate scandals, w as passed 
unanimously on the meeting’s 
closing day Wednesday, with 
two abstentions. 
A move by New York’s Re­ 
publican Gov. Malcolm Wilson 
to scale down the measure, of­ 
fered 
by 
W isconsin’s 
Democratic Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey and Republican Gov. 
William 
G. 
Milliken 
of 
Michigan, was rejected 16 to 9. 
Although the conference end­ 
ed without addressing itself 
directly to Watergate and the 
possibility of a presidential im­ 
peachment, the need for higher 
ethical standards in politics 
was 
a 
re c u rre n t 
them e 
throughout 
the 
four-day 
session. 
Both the governors and many 
outside speakers said states 
have outpaced the federal gov­ 
ernment in the field of political 
reform and in providing m eas­ 
ures to help the nation’s con­ 
sumers. 


The resolution declared that 
“a shadow has been cast across 
this land that can be best be 
erased by the bright light of 
public scrutiny” and pledged 


vigorous efforts at all levels of 
government in four areas : 
—Cam paign financing, in­ 
cluding limits and disclosure 
for contributions and spending, 
“selected pilot projects to de­ 
termine feasibility of public 
cam paign 
financing,,’ 
in­ 
dependent enforcem ent and 
strong oenalties. 


—Strict ethical codes foi gov­ 
ernm ent officials, including 
clear definitions of conflict of 
interest, “appropriate and 
timely disclosure of personal fi­ 
nances” by both public officials 
and 
candidates 
and 
in­ 
dependent enforcement. 
—Open meetings of public 
bodies except in “limited, spe­ 
cific circumstances,” with pen­ 
alties for noncompliance and 
requirements for advance pub­ 
lic notice and written minutes 
—Registration and full dis­ 
closure of lobbying activities by 
all special interest groups. 
The governors called on Con­ 
gress to make permanent the 
five-year revenue-sharing pro­ 
gram adopted in 1972, under 
which some $5 billion in federal 
funds is being returned each 
year to states and localities. 
They urged prompt enact­ 
ment of a federal health insur­ 
ance program without endors­ 
ing a specific plan. 
Gov. Calvin L. Rampton, a 
Utah Democrat, was elected to 
head the conference for the 
next year.

P rince-F ahd’s oil-rich coun­ 
try is one of five Middle East 
nations Nixon will tour June 12- 
18. The others are Egypt. Is­ 
rael, Syria and Jordan. 
In an an address at Naval 
A cadem y 
com m encem ent 
ceremonies, Nixon said Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger’s negotiation of 
Israeli- 
Arab disengagem ent removed 
a roadblock to Middle E ast 
peace. 
The President spoke, too. of 
his Soviet sum m it talks begin­ 
ning June 27 as he cautioned 
that the United States should 


not seek to involve itself in the 
internal affairs ol other coun­ 
tries. 
Inun obvious reference to the 
controversy over immigration 
ol Soviet Jew s. Nixon said. “We 
would not 
welcome the in­ 
tervention of other countries in 
our domestic affairs and we 
cannot expect them to be coop­ 
erative w hen we seek to inter­ 
vene directly in theirs.” 
Nixon is seeking congression­ 
al approval of most favored na­ 
tion treatm ent for the Soviet 
Union, but a bloc led by Sen.

AKRON, Ohio (A P > -T h c 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 
says it has a plan to help clean 
up the environment and ease 
the energy crisis at the sam e 
time. 
The key is 200 million tires 
worn out each year in the U.S.. 
according to Charles J.Pilliod 
Jr., chairm an of Goodyear, and 
H.I. Koolsbergen. chairm an of 
the Oil Shale Corp. 
Pilliod and Koolsbergen an­ 
nounced plans Wednesday to 
use oil shale recovery tech­ 
nology to recover energy and 
reusable m aterials from scrap 
tires. 
The executives say that heat 
ing eight million tires with hot 
ceram ic pellets and refining the 
result could yield 15 million 
gallons of oil, 73 million pounds 
of carbon black and two million 
pounds of steel. 
Pilliod said one full-scale tire 
recovery plant could recover 
enough raw m aterials and pro­ 
duce enough energy in a year to 
build two million tires. 
“Our scientists believe that 
the recycled oil could be further 
refined for a w ide range of uses 
from m anufacturing additional 
rubber 
products 
to 
heating 
homes" or helping to make 
unleaded gasoline, Pilliod said. 
“Carbon black is a key in­ 
gredient used to giye tires 
strength and usually is pro­ 
duced by burning oil under con­ 
ditions of incom plete com ­ 
bustion,” he said. "The TOSCO 
process means a further saving 
of that vital energy resource.” 
Koolsbergen said the process 
has been tested in 25-ton-perday 
pilot operations. In the first 
phtfse of the joint recovery ef­ 
fort, Goodyear and TOSCO* will 
compute the cost of building the 
scrap tire system and evaluate 
the quality of the recovered 
products, the officials said. 
They said they expect the ex­ 
perim ent to lead to a com ­ 
m ercial process.

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Impeachment Reflections 


There are growing indications that, when the 
House Judiciary Committee finally buckles 
down to making a decision on the findings of its 
impeachment inquiry, the vote will hew rather 
Closely to party lines 
In a sense, that should be no surprise. Yet the 
impeachment of a President is such a solemn 
proceeding and such an awesome responsibility 
that, at the outset, we hoped the judiciary 
committee and the full House would approach 
the task in a spirit of complete objectivity. 
That still may prove the case, but the signs 
certainly point in the other direction. 
To give them their just due. the Democrats and 
Republicans on the committee have tried to work 
Cooperatively in many aspects of the probe. The 
37-1 
vote fhursday to subpoena 
45 
more 
presidential conversations and to send a stiff 
letter of warning to President Nixon is the latest 
example of solidarity. 
Much of the credit tor the image that has been 
created in that regard should go to Chairman 
Peter W. Rodino Jr., D-N.J., who has insisted 
from the beginning on a statesm anlike, bipar­ 
tisan attitude. He has been criticized severely for 
it by some of the leading Nixon haters among his 
Democratic colleagues on the committee, which 
makes his posture all the more commendable. 
IT ISN'T SO MUCH what the committeemen 
have done that gives an insight into how they 
may vote on an impeachment recommendation 
as on what they’ve said. That recalls to mind the 
observation made a couple of months ago by Sen. 
Mike Mansfield. D-Montana. Senate majority 
leader, that m em bers of both houses of Congress 
should keep their opinions to themselves until all 
the evidence was on the table. That still sounds 
like good advice. 
At any rate, based on the information they’ve 
seen and heard to date, a num ber of Democrats 
on the comm ittee have declared that a strong 
case for impeachment has been made. Most of 
the Republicans, on the other hand, either have 
been noncommittal or 
have 
indicated 
the 
charges against Mr. Nixon are not of sufficient 
seriousness to w arrant impeachment. 
T hat's the situation as it stands now and it’s 
the reason we have begun to believe that p a r­ 
tisan politics will be a m ajor factor both in the 
action of the judiciary committee and in an 
impeachment vote on the floor of the House. 
The W atergate dram a has undergone so many 
swift changes, however, that a few days can 
make a tremendous shift in the outlook. 
For instance, if President Nixon continues his 
"stonewalling” by refusing to turn over any 
more tapes and documents even in reply to 
subpoenas, the Republicans on the committee 
could be forced into the position of going along 
with a recommendation of impeachment on the 
grounds that the President's noncompliance is in 
itself grounds for impeachment. 


Also, the ebb and glow of public opinion can 
weigh heavily on the com m ittee’s action. There 
have been several critical periods in the in­ 
vestigation when impeachm ent probably would 
have been a foregone conclusion if the dem ands 
have been served quickly 
ip 
of justice could 
enough. 
The "Saturday Night M assacre" triggered by 
the firing of Special Prosecutor Archibald Cox 
was one such instance. Teh country was in an 
uproar. Another was relase of the transcripts of 
W atergate tapes by the President, who thought 
they would appease the populace and establish 
his innocence. Instead, the salty language and 
the am oral tone of the conversations caused 
another furor that brought more trouble to Mr. 
Nixon. 
After the shock of each sensational disclosure 
wears off, however, public interest wanes — 
especially since most of the country is sick to 
death of the whole m atter. Then the pressure on 
the congressm en eases so partisan politics 
begins to take over again. 
Action by the House Judiciary Committee and 
the full House on impeachment strictly along 
E 
irty lines could, in fact, be a blessing for 
resident Nixon. He has claimed all along he has 
been victimized by political enemies out to "get" 
him. and impeachment solely or largely by the 
Democratic House m ajority would support his 
charges. 
Also, it really could put the heat on the Senate 
to conduct his trial in a statesm anlike, non­ 
partisan m anner with his fate to be determ ined 
strictly on the evidence. 
EVEN IF TIIE SENATE strives to be the 
acme of fairness in its deliberations, however, 
there are rocks in the road ahead. 
With only one impeachment, that of Andrew 
Johnson, in the country’s history, there is no 
general agreem ent as to what constitutes an 
impeachable offense — even among the best 
legal minds. 
The President and his lawyers will try to 
establish, if the case goes to Senate trial, that 
actual crim es must be proved to find a President 
guilty. The opposition will insist That conduct 
unbecoming the presidency is cause for im ­ 
peachment even though there is no clearout 
evidence of criminal activity. 
Meanwhile, the battle continues for additional 
tapes and documents with the President and his 
lawyers on one side, the House Judiciary 
Committee. Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
and (to a degree) Federal Judge John Sirica on 
the other. 
Until those m atters are resolved there is no 
way the im peachm ent probe can be brought to a 
conclusion, so it will drag on and on — despite 
calls from all quarters to wind it up.

Too many 
of them, irony of ironies, cannot 
even read the questions on a 
public welfare form.

In Watergate Cover-up 
Report Is Confirmed Jury 
Named Nixon Co-conspirator 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Presidential lawyer James D. 
St. Clair today confirmed pub­ 
lished reports that a federal 
grand jury voted earlier this 
year to name President Nixon 
as an unindicted co-conspirator 
in the Watergate cover-up. 
St. Clair told newsmen he was 
informed of the grand jury’s 
action three or four weeks ago 
by special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski. 
Asked what the President’s 
reaction was, St. Clair said, 
“his view, of course, is that 
they just don’t have all the evi­ 
dence ... I think he felt it was 
quite inappropriate ... He was 
confident that the true facts 
would come out in time and that 
he would he exonerated.” 
Unindicted 
co-conspirators 
are not charged with a crime 
and cannot be prosecuted under 
the indictment in which they 
are named. 
The same grand jury re­ 
turned indictments March 1 
against seven former Nixon ad­ 
m inistration and cam paign 
aides for allegedly conspiring 
to block the investigation of the 
Watergate break-in. 
The grand jury also handed 
US. District Judge John J. Si­ 
rica a sealed report and a 
satchel filled with evidence it 
had accumulated on the Presi­ 


dent’s alleged role in Water­ 
gate. 
The Los Angeles Times re­ 
ported today that the grand 
jury voted unanimously to in­ 
clude the President among the 
unindicted co-conspirators in 
the case. The Washington Post, 
w hich said it had confirmed the 
Times story from three sepa­ 
rate sources, reported the 
grand jury vote was 19 to 0 with 
four members absent. 
Both newspapers said the ju­ 
rors first wanted to include 
Nixon among the defendants in 
the case but decided against in­ 
dicting him *because of legal 
questions over whether an in­ 
cumbent president could be in­ 
dicted. The Post said Jaworski 
advised the grarfd jury that 
such an indictment would be le­ 
gally questionable. 
St. Clair said the grand jury’s 
action has “no legal effect.” 
"It wouldn’t be the first time 
a grand jury was wrong,” he 
said. 
St. Clair made his comments 
as he entered a closed session of 
the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee’s impeachment inquiry. 
Asked if they had been told of 
the grand jury’s action, several 
committee members, including 
chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., 
D-NJ, said they had not been 
told.

According to the police ac­ 
count, Carr had held off police 
since about 9:30 p.m., after his 
half brother, Jesse McDonald, 
44, was wounded in the house 
and officers were summoned. 
Mrs. Harry Owens, who lives 
on the first floor o l the house, 
said she had called McDonald 
to say Carr was ill and needed 
$10. She said McDonald was 
shot as he left the apartment. 
His condition was not reported 
Two other patrolmen were 
wounded about the same time 
as Nields.

shuttle vehicles by 1979 will be 
$5.15 billion -one-fifth the cost 
ol the Apollo program 
He said NASA probably will 
need seven shuttles in the 1980s, 
with 
five extra 
craft 
being 
purchased from the contractor, 
Rockwell

To make this launch rate pos­ 
sible. and economical, the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration 
is developing 
the shuttle, a vehicle that will 
he launched like a rocket, fly 
like a spaceship and land on a 
concrete runway like an air­ 
liner. 
The size of a DC9, an airplane 
that carries 90 to 
110 pas­ 
sengers. it will be able to make 
100 or more round trips into or­ 
bit. 
NASA officials discussed the 
shuttle and its over-all space 
transportation 
plan 
for 
the 
1980s at a briefing Wednesday. 
NASA sees itself becoming a 
“ trucking agency" to deliver 
people and payloads into space 
for commercial users, other 
government agencies and for­ 
eign governments. 
In effect, passengers will buy 
seats on a shuttle to conduct 
experiments in orbit for periods 
up to 30 days, sharing the esti­ 
mated $10.5 million cost of each 
mission An Apollo space mis­ 
sion cost $450 million, and noth­ 
ing was reuseable. 
John F. Yardley, associate 
adm inistrator 
for 
manned 
space flight, said the shuttle 
and its two solid fuel launching 
rockets 
are 
reuseable. 
The 
rockets will parachute back to 
earth for recovery. 
Initially, the shuttle will Be 
used to place communications, 
w eather and scientific satellites 
into orbit, eliminating the need 
lor conventional throwaway 
rockets. If a payload should 
have trouble, a shuttle crew 
could fly up to repair or re­ 
trieve it. 
The recently-completed Sky- 
lab space missions demonstra­ 
ted that a science can be devel­ 
oped for surveying earth’s re­ 
sources from space. Oil and 
mineral companies, farm, fish­ 
ing and timber organizations 
and other industries have ex­ 
pressed an interest in having 
their own researchers on the 
shuttle. 
Metals processing, electronic 
and pharmaceutical companies 
want to explore production pos­ 
sibilities in the unique weigh­ 
tlessness and vacuum of space. 
The Defense Department 
plans to operate 29 per cent of 
the shuttle missions for mili­ 
tary purposes such as recon­ 
naissance. 
Nine European nations— Bel­ 
gium. Denmark, France, West 
Germany, Italy, the Nether­ 
lands, Spain, Switzerland and 
the 
United 
Kingdom —are 
developing a 
reusable small 
space station for $400 million, 
called a Spacelab, to be orbited 
by a shuttle in 1980.

Jaworski Says Cover-up Started 
Right After Watergate Break-in 


WASHINGTON (A P ) — Spe­ 
cial prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
says the Watergate cover-up by 
former members of President 
Nixon’s inner circle began al­ 
most from 
the moment the 
original break-in at Democratic 
National Committee headquar­ 
ters was discovered. 
The prosecutor said Wednes­ 
day that John D. Ehrlichman 
and John N. Mitchell ‘‘not only 
falsely withheld their knowl­ 
edge (of the break-in) from 
government investigators, but 
also made use of that superior 
knowledge in performing vari­ 
ous criminal actions designed 
to frustrate the investigation.” 
In legal briefs filed with US. 
District Judge John J. Sirica, 
Jaworski said that while for­ 
mer White House domestic ad­ 
viser Ehrlichman and former 
Atty. Gen. Mitchell were fully 
aware of the details of the 
break-in, they told F B I agents 
all they knew came from the 
newspapers. 
Mitchell was interviewed by 
the FBI July 5, 1972, 18 days 
after the break-in. Ehrlichman 
talked to agents July 21. 
‘The government is prepared 
to prove that at the time of their 
respective FB I interviews each 
defendant 
had 
extensive 
knowledge of the facts sur­ 
rounding the Watergate break- 
in, knowledge which far ex­ 
ceeded that of the investigators 
themselves,” 
Jaworski 
said. 
He filed the briefs in prepara­ 
tion for the Sept. 9 trial of Mit­ 
chell, Ehrlichman and four oth­ 
ers accused in the cover-up. 
Among other accusations, 
Mitchell and Ehrlichman are 


charged with lying to the FBI 
agents who interviewed them. 
Both say the law under which 
they were charged with lying 
does not cover investigations 
like the one into the original 
Watergate break-in. 
In his brief, Jaworski argued 
that while there are a few cases 
in which lying to FBI agents 
has 
proven 
to 
be 
a 
non- 
convictable offense, this is not 
one of them. 
Instead, he said the course of 
the investigation “ provides an 
unfortunate example" of the 
way the Justice Department’s 
job “ can be perverted by the 
submission of false information 
to its investigators." 
Sirica has scheduled hearings 
next week on various requests 
from the defendants, who are 
seeking 
dismissal 
of 
the 
charges, a different trial loca­ 
tion and access to all evidence 
gathered by Jaworski’s staff. 
Also Wednesday, the Presi­ 
dent’s two brothers, F. Donald 
and Edward Nixon, appeared 
before staff investigators of the 
Senate Watergate Committee. 
Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, 
D-Ga., said the brothers de­ 
clined to answer some ques­ 


tions put to them and failed to 
appear at a second session. An 
attorney for the brothers, E l­ 
mer Stone, said they were 
in 
full compliance” with the com­ 
mittee’s subpoena to testify in 
connection with an investiga­ 
tion of money given by billion­ 
aire Howard Hughes to C. G. 
“ Bebe” 
Rebozo, 
the 
President’s close friend. 
Earlier this year, the com­ 
mittee reportedly received tes­ 
timony from Herbert V. Kal- 
mbach. the President’s former 
personal attorney, linking the 
brothers to gifts allegedly made 
from a $100,000 Hughes pay­ 
ment to Rebozo.

U.S. Trade Strength 
Shows Improvement 


NEW YORK (AP) 
While 
the United States turned in a 
net trade surplus of nearly $93 
million in April, it is far too 
early to say that deficits are 
behind us. Not w ith oil prices as 
they are. 
No m atter how encouraging 
the country’s 
exports 
look, 
some trade analysts look for a 
net imbalance for the entire 
year. Blame it not on export 
weakness, they say, but on im­ 
port prices, especially for oil. 
The Morgan Guaranty, which 
closely follows the situation, 
foresees a 1974 trade deficit of 
as much as $5.5 billion, the un­ 
happy consequence of an in­ 
crease of $16 billion or more in 
the cost of oil imports. 
Aside from the problem and 
realistically, of course, it can­ 
not be put aside the US. trade 
position has improved in sev­ 
eral categories during the past 
year, remarkably so in some 
respects. 
Many a food buyer won’t view 
the situation with the same joy 
as 
might 
a 
government 
bureaucrat, but a good part of 
the improvement is due to a 
huge leap in the value of 
agricultural exports from this, 
the most highly industrialized 
nation in the world. 
In 1972 the United States sent 
abroad $3 billion more agricul­ 
tural goods than it imported. In 
1973 the comparable figure was 
19.4 billion, and in the first 
quarter of 1974 the agricultural 
surplus rose to an annual rate 
of $13 billion. 
While that first-quarter could 
very well fall off to a full-year 
rate roughly the same as last

Watergate, Apathy Keep 
People Away From Polls 


W atergate, lack of com­ 
petition and general apathy ap­ 
parently are keeping people 
away from the polls this year 
An Associated Press spot 
check showed low voter turn­ 
outs in most areas that have 
held primaries or special elec­ 
tions so far this year. 
Eight primaries were held 
Tuesday, but only one — in Cal­ 
ifornia — generated any real 
excitement. 
Politicians attribute the lack 
of interest to a variety of 
causes. Some say the Water­ 
gate scandal has caused a dis­ 
trust of all elected officials; 
others claim there simply were 
no major issues to bring out the 
voters. 
In Michigan, onlv about 30 
Ike Said Monty 
Just Couldn't 
Tell the Truth 
LONDON (AP) — An up­ 
coming book quotes the late 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower as 
saying Britain’s World War II 
commander. Field Marshal 
Lord Montgomery, was a man 
who “just can’t tell the truth.” 
American author Cornelius 
Ryan said the late president 
and World War II supreme al­ 
lied commander in Europe 
gave him an interview- with the 
promise it wouldn’t be used un­ 
til after his death. In “A Bridge 
Too Far,” to be published in 
September. Ryan quotes Eisen­ 
hower as saying of Montgom­ 
ery : 
“He got so damn personal to 
make sure that the Americans, 
and me, in particular, had no 
credit, and nothing to do with 
the war, that I eventually just 
stopped communications with 
him. I was not interested in 
communications with a man 
that just can’t tell the truth.” 
Montgomery, now 86, has 
been in poor health.

turned out for a special election 
to fill the seat formerly held by 
Vice President Gerald R, Ford. 
The race was won by a 
Democrat, 
Richard 
Van- 
derVeen. 
“Watergate killed us,” said 
William McLaughlin, state Re­ 
publican chairman, and Robert 
Eleveld, the county GOP leader 
agreed. Eleveld said Republi­ 
can voters stayed home, while 
Democrats went to the polls. 
President Nixon helped boost 
the turnout in another Michigan 
district, the 8th, where 54 per 
cent of the registered voters 
balloted. 
Democrat 
Bob 
Traxler defeated Republican 
James Sparling. 
The President visited the dis­ 
trict at the invitation of the 
GOP candidate. 
“Nixon in­ 
creased the voter turnout, but 
helped change few rhinds,” said 
Sparling. 
The North Carolina bpard of 
elections said voter turnout in 
the state's May 7 primary was 
35.1 per cent, compared to a 
normal off-year turnout of 40 to 
42 per cent. The main contest 
was for nominations for US. 
senator. 
State Republican Chairman 
Thomas Bennett said the low 
number of voters “was due to 
the fact that there was no gen­ 
eral or widespread enthusiasm 
for any of the US. Senate can­ 
didates.” 
In Indiana, state officials es­ 
timated only 25 per cent of the 
three million or so registered 
voters balloted in May 7 pri­ 
maries. They said that the pre­ 
vious low turnout was 28.32 per 
cent in the 1970 off-vear pri­ 


maries. 
“The turnout indicates apa­ 
thy that I think is caused by 
Watergate, President Nixon’s 
tax troubles and the state of the 
economy,” 
said 
William 
Trisler, the state Democratic 
chairman. 
More than half the estimated 
voters in Alabama turned out 
for the May 7 primary in Ala­ 
bama, compared to 62 per cent 
who voted in the 1970 primary. 
Political leaders, including 
Gov. George C. Wallace who 
was easily renominated, pre­ 
dicted in advance that the turn­ 
out would be low because of a 
lack of major competition. 
There was a runoff Tuesday in 
Alabama for the lieutenant 
governor’s spot.

people in occupied lands of 
Kurope in World War II and 
sim ilar studies all provide 
evidence that some reversal is 
possible. 
It is true that a woman’s 
cholesterol level tends to rise 
after the menopause. The 
changes in the arteries begin 
then and 15 or 20 years later the 
changes in women are about 
the same as those noted in men 
of the same age. 
C h e m ic a lly 
s p e a k in g , 
cholesterol is an alcohol, BUT 
the alcohol you drink is a very 
small molecule. It contains only 
two carbon atoms. Cholesterol 
is a huge molecule by com­ 
parison, containing 27 atoms of 
carbon. Its size causes it to be a 
waxy solid rather than a liquid. 
The alcoholic beverages con­ 
tain no cholesterol at all unless 
you add an animal product, 
such as in making an egg nog.

program can help. The idea is 
to use exercise and diet to 
eliminate excess stores of fat. 
In general, those people who 
are quite lean tend to have low 
cholesterol levels, although 
there are many exceptions to 
this. 
If. after effective elimination 
ot all extra fat stores, the 
cholesterol remains too high, 
then certain medicines can be 
used w ith the diet and exercise 
program effectively to lower 
the cholesterol.
